A large main cracked open in Pilsen on Monday 
night, pouring a river of Avater into streets, base- 
ments and businesses. 

Tlie 36 -inch cast iron main broke in the 1500 
block ofWest 21st Street about 8:30 p.m. Mon- 
day, authorities said* 

Tom LaPortc, a spokesman for the Chicago 
Water Department, said crews worked to close 
off valves to stem the flow The large main carries 
water from one end of the city to another, he said* 

Area streets resembled a fast- moving stream 
as water gushed from the gaping pipe. Blue 
Island and Ashland avenues between 18th and 
19th streets were closed. City workers erect- 


ed barriers between Cermak Road and 19th 
Street. 

Many residents reported flooded homes. 

In Walter Greenes basement, couches were 
floating. “All my furniture is destroyed down- 
stairs,” he told WGN-Ch. 9. “WeTe looking at 
maybe 3 to 3 1/2 feet of water. We basically lost 
everything,” 

Some business owners closed their shops and 
complained of water damage* 

Marco Sarmiento, owner of Pilsen’s Mini 
Mart, said he was forced to close early* ^Tt’s defi- 
nitely affecting my sales, {but] the main thing is 
to keep everyone safe,” he said* 

Added Derardo Nunez: live in the base-

Darrio Ramirez, a building engineer at Jtxarez, 
2150 S. Laflin St., said the school’s gymnasitxm 
was under water Monday night.

Classes were being held at the school Tues- 
day principal Juan Carlos Ocon said. He said 
the flooding had not caused any problems at the 
school, but that as a precaution no hot meals 
would be served until it was determined water 
supplies had not been contaminated.

A victory this weekend against the Packers 
might keep the Bears’ playoffs’ hopes alive. 

A shutout could get you a new car. 

Sawicki Motors in Rochelle is offering free 
vehicles this week if the Bears hold the Green 
Bay Packers scoreless Sunday 

“It’d be the best Christmas present that I 
ever handed out,” said general manager Ron 
Matula, a native of northwest Chicago. “I’m 
hoping that Green Bay scores zero points.” 

Of course. Las Vegas oddsmakers have the 
Bears as double-digit underdogs. And based 
on recent NFL trends and the magnitude of 
chance, the probability the Bears shut out the 
Packers is about i percent, said Stephen Stigler, 
a University of Chicago statistics professor. 

“There’s a chance of it happening,” he said, 
“but not a big chance.” 

Matula said he hatched the promotion 
when a co-worker— a Packers fan— wanted to 
bet a maintenance contract with Matula if the 


Packers shut out the Bears. 

He decided to take it even further: free 
cars for customers at the Chevrolet/Cadillac/ 
Buick dealership. 

The rebate is available to customers who 
buy cars from Dec. 16-23, a period Matula 
says normally is slow but already has seen 
seven or eight sales this year. Matula said he 
has insurance to cover the promotion, which 
he has capped at $i million in sales, or roughly 
40 vehicles. 

The insurance is provided by a market- 
ing and promotions company A firm such as 
American Hole ‘n One, which has worked 
with Sawicki on previous promotions but not 
this one, would research the teams— their 
previous games, history of shutouts, etc.— 
and set a premium, said Kip Cobb, an account 
executive for American Hole ‘n One. Shutout 
or no, all the car dealer pays is the premium. 

Matula declined to name his insurance pro- 
vider for this promotion.

WASHINGTON The con- 
gressional impasse over 
extending the pa)T'oll tax cut 
became a showdown Tuesday 
between President Obama and 
House Speaker John Boehner. 

After the Republican-con- 
trolled House passed a measure 
calling for more negotiations, 

Boehner made public a letter to 
Obama that urged him to order 
the Senate back from its holi- 
day break to take part in further 
talks. 

Leaders in the Democratic-control led Senate rejected 
that idea, and Obama agreed, telling reporters in a previ- 
ously unscheduled appearance that the House must ap- 
prove the two -mo nth extension passed by a strong biparti- 
san majority in the Senate, 

^‘The bipartisan compromise that was reached on Satur- 
day is the only^viablc way to prevent a tax hike on January i,” 
Obama said. “Tt's the only one*” 

The House motion, passed with no Democratic support 
on a 229-193 vote, expressed House disagreement with the 
Senate plan and called for the dispute to be immediately 
taken up by a House- Sen ate conference committee— some- 
thing already ruled out by Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev). 

However, Boehner and the Republican leadership pre- 
vented a direct vote on the Senate plan, signaling they may

lack enough GOP support to defeat it in the face of unre- 
lenting pressure from the White House, Democrats and 
some Senate Republicans. 

Instead, the House debated a resolution supporting a 
yearlong extension of both the payroll tax cut and emergen- 
cy federal unemployment benefits. House Republicans also 
are pushing for a new, two-year “doc fix,” or delay in signifi- 
cant scheduled pay cuts to Medicare physicians.

Tell us about the leg lamps. 

There’s 22 different leg lamps in the show, basi- 
cally four different kinds-the children in the 
cast dance with small ones, which are modi- 
fied electrically to work on a battery pack; the 
adults dance with what we call “the dancing 
leg lamps,” which are all full-sized but they’re 
reinforced to withstand the choreography- 
there’s actually a handle inside there.

How did you design the new “Waitz of the 
Flowers” costumes to replicate the 
20-plus-year-old originals? 

A technology called sublimation. Cirque du 
Soleil uses it a lot-that’s who inspired me to 
start using it. Say we’re doing pansy petals- 
you design your pansy petal in Photoshop 
and then you scale it and send it to a company 
that prints it on a gas permeable paper. They 
lay the paper on whatever fabric you want- 
we used organza for this project ’cause it’s 


lightweight-and then 
they blow the color us- 
ing a gas through the 
paper into the fabric. 
It’s a really cool pro- 
cess ’cause you can 
get beautiful vibrant 
colors and they’ll last 
a long time. When 
people see the flow- 
ers now, they can go, “Oh, that’s an iris, that’s a 
peony, that’s a rose.’’ They’re very identifiable 
and still beautiful and floaty.

How do you handle wardrobe malfunctions? 

We’ll just fix it while they’re standing in the 
wing ready to go on. Three of us [from the 
Jeffrey artistic team] and 12 union dressers 
are equipped with needles, threads in multiple 
colors, scissors-we don’t put any safety pins 
onstage ’cause that’s not safe.

What are your biggest challenges? 

My first year, I really struggled just with get- 
ting the sounds out there. Last year, I start- 
ed to get into more of the intricacies and 
the delicacies of what the difference between 
an older man’s punch is to a young George 
Bailey punch or how fast somebody runs or 
how hard they would slam the door. 

What are your favorite sound effects? 

No question, I love breaking glass. My most deli- 
cate one would be my cricket noise, with this 
little wood block and a little stick.

The guy lives for adventure and apparently 
has unlimited time and resources to travel 
the world on any mission that captures his 
interest, without realizing that a reporter 
isn’t a cop and can still cover the story if the 
bad guy wins. (Side note: Is Snowy on the 
newspaper’s payroll, and with what do they 
pay him?) 

In director Steven Spielberg’s 3-D ani- 
mated mystery based on the book series by 


Herge, Tintin’s curiosity about a model ship 
leads him to drunken Captain Haddock 
(Andy Serkis) and an ages-old mystery they 


chase over land and sea and sky as a ruthless 
villain (Daniel Craig) follows in hot pursuit.

the British series “Coupling” and lead writer 
for “Doctor Who”), “Hot Fuzz” director 
Edgar Wright and ‘Attack the Block” direc- 
tor Joe Cornish, Tintin offers the persistent 
presence of mild cleverness (best gag: a sailor 
who’s a restless sleeper because he lost his 
eyelids in a card game) without ever being 
truly funny especially when repeatedly lean- 
ing on Haddock’s drunkenness for jokes. 

Spielberg’s action sequences also move 
swiftly without really exploding off the 
screen, no matter how lively the animation or 
energetic the voice work. The story’s not as 
absurd and overextended as Spielberg’s “War 
Horse,” opening Sunday but it’s also a pretty 
ordinary caper lacking emotional involve- 
ment. 

Tintin may be an international man 
of mystery who looks like a redheaded, 
animated Neil Patrick Harris, but he can’t 
overcome the sense that we don’t care if he 
succeeds.

‘Mission: Impossibie’ is

Tom Cruise runs like 
a maniac. It’s kind of 
awesome. 

The much-ma- 
ligned but still very 
commanding movie

As every spy-related action movie must 
cover at least four major parts of the world, 
“Ghost Protocol” hops from Budapest to 
Moscow to Dubai to Mumbai. In each place 
director Brad Bird (“Ratatouille,” “The In- 
credibles”) suggests that his first live-action 
film shouldn’t be his last. He brings new life 
to prison breaks and explosions and incor- 
porates crazy-cool technology you wish you 
owned. Which is perfect, since Tim Gunn 
totally just called “gloves that cling to the 
outside of skyscrapers” this year’s hottest 
holiday gift.

Considering everyone in the band bonded 
over Wilco initially, it’s fitting you ended up 
recording “White Noise Bed” at Pieholden 
Studios. 

Right, and it definitely was not a coinci- 
dence. We sought it out, and out of all the 
studios that were available to us this one 
had such a cool pedigree and history that we 
couldn’t resist. That fascination extended 
well throughout the recording process — 
finding out this microphone was used to 
record Jeff Tweedy’s voice on “Yankee Hotel 
Foxtrot,” or this piano played the intro on “I 
Am Trying to Break Your Heart.” We were 
like kids in a candy store. 

Did you meet Jay before he died? 

No, we actually didn’t. It was really unfor- 
tunate for the world to lose Jay Selfishly I 
would have loved to have him pop in and out 
of the studio when we were recording, but I 
think you can still hear Jay on our record. I 
think you can a hear a little bit of that twang 
and a little bit of that soul. And I hope he’d 
be proud I said that. 


What’s the one spot you have to hit up the 
second you get back to Chicago? 

I spend a lot of time at Ipsento, which is 
a coffee shop [in Bucktown}. I get ornery 
when I drink coffee that’s not Ipsento be- 
cause it’s just so good. I go in there, grab my 
coffee ... and I’m like the happiest guy in the 
world. It feels like home at this point. 

Do you have a favorite Christmas carol? 

Actually, we were talking about this the other 
day I really like the over-the-top cheesy ones. 
I really love like Whitney Houston’s rendi- 
tion of “Do You Hear What I Hear,” ’cause 
it’s no-holds-barred. Or even Sting’s “Ga- 
briel’s Message.” I think my favorite is “Carol 
of the Bells.” That’s my definitive answer, but 
Whitney Houston’s cool, too. 

Are you planning to work any of those carols 
into your set? 

[Laughs.] Absolutely not. We have mad 
respect for the other Santa, that’s for sure, 
and out of his honor we stick to the Santah 
with the “h.”
